Minister  of  Lands  \  VV  49  Gf  the  “Water 

and  Forests.  {  Act,  1939,”  it  is  provided 
that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
incorporate  a  tract  of  land  and  the  owners 
thereof  into  an  improvement  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order 
that  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described  and 
the  owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into  an 
improvement  district  under  the  said  Act  and 
has  made  further  provision  to  the  tenor  and 
effect  hereinafter  appealing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  comprising  Blocks  10 
to  18,  inclusive,  Registered  Plan  785;  Blocks 
38  to  48  and  70  to  75,  inclusive,  Registered 
Plan  785a;  Blocks  79  to  101,  141  to  166,  171 
to  182,  238  to  244,  and  271  to  278,  inclusive, 
Registered  Plan  785b;  and  Blocks  A,  B,  C,  D, 
E,  F,  G,  H,  I,  and  J,  Registered  Plan  785c;  all 
of  Lot  1236,  Kootenay  District,  and  Nelson 
Land  Registration  District,  and  all  subdivisions 
thereof,  and  the  owners  of  land  in  the  said 
tract  are  incorporated  into  an  improvement 
district  under  the  “  Water  Act,  1939,”  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  thereof  and  to  the 
conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “Fruitvale  Waterworks  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  provision  of  a  water-supply 
and  fire-protection,  and  the  production,  pur¬ 
chase,  distribution,  and  sale  of  electric  energy, 
and  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  works  for  the  said  purposes  and  all 
matters  incidental  thereto. 
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4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  shall  be  British  subjects 
who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and 
are  not  disqualified  from  voting  in  an  election 
under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are 
owners  of  land  in  the  tract  of  land  herein¬ 
before  described,  and  the  persons  qualified  to 
be  candidates  at  the  said  election  shall  be  the 
persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  their 
wives  and  husbands. 

6.  William  T.  Strelow,  of  Fruitvale,  B.C., 
shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election 
of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  place  at  the  post-office  or  other  public 
building  in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore 
described,  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said 
meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chair¬ 
man  of  the  said  meeting,  and  he  shall  have 
power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  person 
who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  He 
shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the 
method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified 
voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for 
each  of  three  candidates.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election 
and  shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for 
whom  the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at 
the  general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause 
6  hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  1950,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1949,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1948,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candi¬ 
dates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and 
shall  declare  which  of  the  candidates  elected 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and 
the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall 
be  held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be 
held  between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each 
year  except  1947  for  the  following  purposes:  — 

(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  condition  of  the  works  and  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
improvement  district : 

(b.)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any 
matter  relating  to  the  works  or  finances 
of  the  improvement  district: 

(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(d.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  suc¬ 
ceed  those  whose  terms  of  office  expire 
coincident  with  the  holding  of  such 
annual  general  meeting,  and  to  elect 
a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  other 
vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur 
among  the  Trustees: 

( e .)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing- 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a 
general  meeting. 


At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  building  where 
the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of 
all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  British  subject  and  is  twenty-one  years  old 
or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  or  the  authorized  agent  of 
any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of 
such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  in¬ 
solvent,  or  insane,  and  is  not  disqualified  from 
voting  in  an  election  held  under  the  “  Pro¬ 
vincial  Elections  Act.”  Every  person  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the  wife  or  husband 
of  any  such  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a 
candidate  for  and  to  hold  the  office  of  Trustee, 
but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  or  be 
a  candidate  for  Trustee  or  hold  the  office  of 
Trustee  while  there  is  owing  to  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  in  respect  of  the  land  held  by  him 
or  her  or  by  his  wife  or  her  husband  any  taxes, 
tolls,  or  other  charges  other  than  those  levied, 
fixed,  or  charged  by  the  Trustees  within  one 
year  of  the  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event 
of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman 
shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether  or 
not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the 
chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make 
and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration  show¬ 
ing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith 
after  the  holding  of  a  general  meeting  the 
Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditors’  reports 
and  financial  statements  presented  or  discussed 
at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special 
meaning  in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act,  1939,” 
shall,  where  used  herein,  be  ascribed  the  mean¬ 
ing  given  them  in  the  said  section,  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires.

C.  MacDonald,  f  T1THEREAS  by  Letters 
Minister  of '  -j  VV  Patent  dated  the 
Municipal  Affairs.  { thirtieth  day  of  October, 
1946,  the  inhabitants  of  the  area  comprising 
the  lands  therein  described  were  incorporated 
as  a  village  municipality  under  the  provisions 
of  the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act,”  and  under 
the  name  of  “  The  Corporation  of  the  Village 
of  Salmo  ” : 
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And  whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  “  Village 
Municipalities  Act  ”  that  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  may  by  supplementary 
Letters  Patent  from  time  to  time  enlarge,  re¬ 
strict,  or  otherwise  alter  or  amend  the  rights, 
powers,  and  privileges,  or  the  method  of 
government,  of  a  village  municipality  incorpo¬ 
rated  under  that  Act:

And  whereas  the  Commissioners  of  the  said 
village  appointed  by  the  aforesaid  Letters 
Patent  have  represented  that  it  was  found  im¬ 
possible  to  arrange  for  the  holding  of  an  elec¬ 
tion  in  the  month  of  December,  1946: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
order  and  proclaim  that  the  said  Letters 
Patent  be  amended  by  striking  out  sections  6 
and  7,  and  substituting  the  following  there¬ 
for  :— 

“6.  (1.)  Russell  Hugh  Street,  Henry  Johns, 
and  Alfred  James  Harris  are  hereby  appointed 
a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  municipality, 
and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
have  been  elected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Letters  Patent. 

“(2.)  The  election  of  three  Commissioners 
as  successors  of  the  Commissioners  so  ap¬ 
pointed  shall  be  held  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  the  election  of  Commissioners  thereafter 
shall  be  as  provided  in  the  Schedule  to  the 
‘  Village  Municipalities  Act.’ 

“  7.  (1.)  The  Commissioners  shall,  in  the 
month  of  December,  1946,  appoint  by  by-law 
or  by  resolution: — 

“(a.)  The  place  for  holding  the  nomination: 

“( b .)  The  Returning  Officer: 

“(c.)  The  place  or  places  at  which  polls  will 
be  opened  in  the  municipality,  in  case 
a  poll  is  required: 

“  (d.)  The  Deputy  Returning  Officers  who 
will  preside  at  the  respective  polling- 
places, — 

and  shall,  before  the  date  of  nomination,  fur¬ 
nish  the  Returning  Officer  and  each  deputy 
with  a  copy  of  the  list  of  voters,  and  otherwise 
arrange  for  the  holding  of  the  election. 

“(2.)  The  voters’  list  shall  be  made  up  in 
alphabetical  order  and  closed  on  Tuesday,  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  1946,  and  shall 
be  posted  by  the  Clerk  in  writing  in  his  office 
not  later  than  Monday,  the  sixth  day  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1947,  and  notice  shall  be  given  by  ad¬ 
vertisement  in  not  less  than  one  issue  of  a 
newspaper  circulating  within  the  municipality, 
between  the  sixth  and  fourteenth  days  of 
January,  1947,  that  the  list  is  so  posted,  and 
that  a  Court  of  Revision  will  be  held  for  the 
revision  of  the  said  list  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  January,  1947,  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  fore¬ 
noon,  and  naming  a  place  where  the  Court  of 
Revision  is  to  be  held. 

“(3.)  The  Court  of  Revision  shall  consist 
of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  any  two  of 
them,  and  shall  hold  its  meeting  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  1947,  and 
shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine  any

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
